For the 1953-55 
Biennium

HARRISBURG, Jan. 26 
(INB)— 
Recommendations for a 1.4 billion 
dollar-plus budget will be laid be­ 
fore the General Assembly today 
when lawmakers end a three week 
recess. 
No new taxes will be proposed In 
the fiscal blueprint for the 1953-55 
biennium but Governor Fine is ex­ 
pected to make abundantly clear 
that Assemblymen must raise more 
than 155 million dollars for the bi­ 
ennium opening June I if Stale 
operations are not to be curtailed. 
The Governor will present bis 
biennial budget message during a 
Joint session of the House and Sen­ 
ate at 5.30 p. in. 
The Republican - controlled As­ 
sembly has been In recess since 
Jan. 6 when lawmakers convened 
to organlxe for the 140th regular 
session. 
Meetings In both chambers will 
be relatively brief with the Senate 
meeting highlighted by the admin-

Following torrential rains over 
the week end the Delaware river 


re m a in s above normal level, here, 
but tilts level is falling. 
The river remained about a foot 
above normal level this morning, 
according to Livingston Joyce, bor­ 
ough engineer, and is “very dirty.” 
Joyce said that yesterday he thought 
there might be some danger to the 
water department's pumps, but that 
danger did not materialize, and the 
department didn't have to raise any 
pumps. 
Water started to recede in the 
Delaware . above Morrisville about 
one a. rn. this morning, according 
to Chester Wilzsteln, bridge officer 
of the Yardley-Wilburtha bridge, 
four miles north of Trenton. 
According to Wilzsteln the water 
at its high mark stood about l l feet 
above normal level, and overflowed 
its banks yesterday, putting River 
road near Yardley under four to six 
indies of wuter. 
This level was four to five feet 
below the level reached less than 
two months ago. Yardley borough 
and Lower Makefield township po­ 
lice say no flood damage was re­ 
ported cuused by the high waters.

To Give State of Union Message Monday 
Washington — House Speaker Martin of Massachusetts said today 
that President Eisenhower will deliver hilt State of the Union message 
to Congress next Monday at 12:30 p. rn.
